After some further discussion 
on the procedure of approving Consultants^ the Director approved DD/T's 
recommendation that each Deputy be authorized to approve Consultants 
for his respective offices^ provided a monthly list of such approvals 
was furnished the Inspector General. It will be the Inspector General 'f 
responsibility to monitor the number of Consultants and bring to the 
attention of the Director those cases which in his opinion are not 
justified. It was also agreed that Personnel would keep a consolidated 
list of approved Consultants .
